At  the  beginning  of  his  career, 
Henry  Lynn  Herbst  taught  French  at 
Bowling  Green  State  University  and 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  "It  was 
an  environment  where  there  would 
be  38  students  in  a  first-year  French 
class  and  each  student  could  only 
speak  two  sentences  per  period,"  he 
recalls.  He  decided  to  start  teaching 
at  PA  in  1972  because  he  felt  that

the  future  of  foreign  language  is." 

Since  then,  Mr.  Herbst  has  been 
incredibly  involved  with  French  edu- 
cation, inside  and  outside  of  class- 
es. He  established  an  exchange 
program  with  the  Ivory  Coast,  orga- 
nized a  teaching  colloquium  here 
on  campus,  and  co-wrote  three

Responding  to  an  ad  in 
the  paper,  she  traveled  3000 
miles  to  her  interview  at  An- 
dover  in  the  middle  of  a  bliz- 
zard, where  she  was  taken  by 
the  beauty  of  the  place,  and 
promptly  hired  on  the  spot.

"It  was  a  joint  decision," 
Sally  Herbst  said  about  com- 
ing to  Andover  in  1972.

Phillips  Academy  is  necessarily  and  above  all  an  academic  institution,  rich  in  history, 
imbued  with  current  vitality  and  endowed  with  a  talented  and  inspirational  faculty.  We  come 
here  from  across  the  world  to  share  in  an  unmatched  educational  experience,  to  learn  in  a  com- 
munity dedicated  to  the  life  of  the  mind,  the  enrichment  of  the  inquisitive  spirit,  the  expansion  and 
unpacking  of  thought.  Needless  to  say,  we  must  sometimes  step  out  of  the  classroom  to  fully  ap- 
preciate our  environment.  Sometimes,  in  fact,  we  must  take  a  break  altogether.  And  yet,  what,  at 
Phillips  Academy,  counts  as  a  break? 

Let  me  relate  a  story  that  was  told  to  me  several  years  ago  by  a  friend,  now  a  PA  gradu- 
ate. The  tale  pertained  to  a  certain  underclassman  in  a  large  boys'  dorm.  This  child,  in  the 
several  weeks  since  matriculating,  had  been  under  close  surveillance  by  his  house  counselors. 
The  student's  offense:  abnormal  behavior.  Typically,  when  thinking  of  abnormal  behavior,  one 
imagines  individuals  who  compulsive- 

ly wear  latex  gloves,  and  certain  members  of  the  Phillips  Academy  mathematics  department. 
What,  I  wondered  at  the  time,  could  this  freshman  have  done  to  inspire  such  concern  amongst 
his  advisors?  Further  observation  revealed  that  the  student  watched  television  in  the  common 
room,  studied  from  time  to  time  and  achieved  respectable  grades.  He  made  friends  in  the  dorm 
and  avoided  inspiring  any  serious  animosity  amongst  his  peers. 

And  that,  it  seemed,  was  all.  Several  months  after  arriving  at  PA,  the  student  left  and  con- 
tinued his  education  at  a  public  high  school. 

So  what  are  we  to  deduce  from  this  strange  case?  We  readily  assume  that  those  who 
leave  the  academy  are  overwhelmed  by  the  workload,  weighed  down  by  the  restrictions  of  the 
administration,  sick  of  the  competition  inherent  to  so  relentless  a  schedule.  Still  rarely,  if  ever,  is 
this  truly  the  case.  The  student  of  the  story's  only  abnormality  was  his  continued  tendency  to  lead 
what  for  many  teenagers  would  be  considered  a  normal  life.  What  makes  PA  students  unique 
is  neither  their  intellectual  capacity  nor  their  ability  to  withstand  pressure.  It  is  their  ability  to 

measure  time  differently,  to  relentlessly  pursue  goals,  vie  for  posi- 
tions, make  the  most  of  any  given  allotment  of  time.  We  cram  our  weeks 

with  activities,  academic  and  otherwise.  We  sing  in  choirs,  play  sports,  rehearse  in  plays,  and  go 
abroad  in  search  of  new  frontiers.  This  verve  does  not  make  us  nobler  than  the  aforementioned

freshman.  Rather  it  attests  to  our  own  abnormality.  Never  content  with  whom  we  are,  we 
strive  constantly  to  expand  our  experience  instead  of  simply  resting  in  its  current  state.  And  rather 
than  being  chastised  for  pursuing  the  unseen,  the  unknown  and  the  unknowable,  we  are  instead 
questioned  for  doing  the  opposite.  Let  us  be  grateful,  then,  for  this  leeway  to  limn  along  a  path 

of  our  own  choosing.  Let  us  rejoice  in  the  strangeness  of  our  days.

The  girls'  varsity  and  JV  cross  country  team  emerged  from  the  2005 
season  as  the  fastest  team  in  New  England  for  the  first  time  since 
1999.

Faculty  yearbook  photos  can  be  a  little  slapdash  sometimes. 
Some  years  you'll  see  a  few  closed  eyes,  cellulitic  legs,  desultory, 
unflattering  non-poses.  I  always  figured  that  maybe  that  year  the  Pot 
Pourri  staff  didn't  know  those  teachers,  or  didn't  care,  or  were  bear- 
ing a  few  grudges.  But  you  won't  find  an  unloving  portrait  of  Craig. 
I  look  through  them,  book  after  book,  and,  well,  there  aren't  enough 
pictures  of  him.  I  want  to  see  him  again,  his  approving,  merry  eyes, 
his  relaxed  readiness  to  laugh,  his  irresistible  clowning  from  abso- 
lutely nothing. 

Here's  a  memory.  Craig  offers  to  run  recreational  tennis  for  me  on  the 
upper  varsity  courts.  We  hatch  the  idea  of  running  it  as  a  cluster  intramu- 
ral. He  sets  up  captains  for  each  team,  and  confabulates  with  them  before 
each  day's  play.  He  gets  them  thinking  in  mythographic  terms,  with  brilliant  patter 
and  commentary,  keeping  careful  team  and  individual  score,  fomenting  rivalries  between  well-matched  boys,  between  girls  and  girls, 
between  girls  and  boys,  starting  up  friendships  and  even  romances  that  nobody  would  have  guessed  between  kids  who  had  not  noticed 
each  other.
